It seems not to have been so much the 
object of the petitioners to obtain a College for 
the special purpose of inculcating their peculiar 
feligious sentiments, as to provide a place of in- 
struction for their youth, where these sentiments 
might be less likely to be subverted than in most 
of our existing institutions. §In their application 
to the General Assembly, they say, Though a 
parent may not be over-solicitous to have his 
children educated in a servile acquiescence with 
his peculiar religious views, yet he will be reluc- 
tant to place them in situations where they will 
be likely to acquire a strong bias against his own 
principles.” The sentiment is correct, and har- 
monizes alike with christian liberality and chris- 
tian prudence. Again, the memorialists add, 
that they are desirous the proposed institution 
should be conducted on broad principles of reli- 
gious toleration, and that Christianity should be 
exhibited in it as it isin the Gospel ,unincumbered 
with metaphysical subtleties, and unimpaired by 
any false liberality, or refined explanations, 
which would divest it of some of its fairest char- 
acteristics.” A sentiment so correct and so 
catholic, must certainly meet the approbation of 
every unprejudiced and enlightened mind.
